Oil operators through the nation 


were anxiously watching the Tex- 
as situation and hoping the legis- 
lature could be able to work out 
some plan that would provide re- 
lief. 
It was generally agreed by 


oil men of other states that the 
unrestricted flow of oil from the 
mammoth East Tevas field was 
the primary cause of the collapse 
of the oil market. 
Each of the numerous bills in- 


troduced was expected to have sev- 
eral things in common, including 
speeding up of court procedure 
in trial of suits to enjoin enforce- 
ment of proration. 
Another of the 


common provisions was expected 
tg be one whereby no injunction 
would be granted without hearing 
and another by which the state 
ould collect penalties pending de-

Goodyear dirigible Mayflower to 
destruction

wires near the municipal airport 
here last night. 


Capt. Charles E. Brannigan, 35, 


the pilot, was burned dangerously 
in an attempt to weather alone a 
high wind that jerked the 140-foot 
craft from its mooring mast and a 
ground crew. 


Gasoline spilling from tanks rup- 
turned by a crash against the roof 
of an army hangar was ignited as 
:ke Mayflower hurtled against 
a 


transformer. 
The bag was filled 


with helium gas, which is non- 
nflammable, but 
flames poured 


over the gondola. 
Captain Bran- 


nigan fell with the cage in front 
of a northbound freight train on 
"tiilway tracks below. 
The tram 


iialted 50 yards away. Brannigan 
was rescued by co-pilot, R. H. 
Hobensack, who with Claude Hen- 
dershot, a member of the cr«w 
lad dropped to safety a moment 
before. 
Hobensack, 
his clothing 


drenched by rain, was 
burned 
slightly. 
Hospital physicians said 


Brannigan's condition was critical.

sufficient gasoline to complete the 
3,000 mile flight to Japan.

refuelings near Fairbanks 


and on the way to Norton Sound, 
had been successful. 
The Fort Worth had not been 
in the air in test flights before 
leaving the United States with a 
capacity of 435 gallons which the 
fliers had planned to take aboard 
from their refueler over Siberia.

In the driver's seat of the world's 
biggest anti-crime machine there 
sits a slender man, expert in many 
things, yet known to Washington 
as one of the most modest mem- 
bers of the 
president's 
official 


family. 
He is William DeWitt Mitchell, 


attorney 
general 
of the United 
States, lawyer of more than 
30 
years practice, par-cracking golfer, 
expert photographer, hunter and 
fisherman—a Democrat in a Re- 
publican cabinet. 
If one asks what stands out in 
his mind as an accomplishment of 
the justice department under his 
administration, he will not mention 
the overthrow of Al Capone, 
the 


filing of more than a score of 
anti-trust suits, or any one of a 
dozen sensational incidents. 
He will say the real accomplish- 


ment was the selection of the as- 
sistants general 
and 
the chiefs 
that work under him. 
''They are as fine a body of men 
as has been in the department for 
years," is Mitchell's view. 
"Any 
one of them is qualified to go be- 
fore the supreme court and argue 
his case, and well. 
"I feel that we have accomplish- 
ed another thing. It is to satisfy 
the public mind and particularly 
the bench and bar of the country 
of our sincerity of purpose 
to 
maintain high standards in the 
administration of justice and tc 
maintain 
public confidence that 
we are endeavoring to administer 
justice without fear or favor." 
It is this came slim, ruddy-faced 
man, young at 56, who regularly 
turns in scores in the 70's over 
the Burning Tree Country club 
course here. 
He takes a hole-ln- 
one calmly. After sinking his tee 
shot on a 160-yard hols recently, 
he said: 
"I'm afraid I got no more kick 
out of it than out of any well-hit 
iron shot. After a ball is hit right 
it Is a matter of luck whether it 
finds the cup or not."

Last year Mitchell went to Scot- 
land to shoot grouse. 
Not many 
years before one might have fount 
him 30 days travel from the near-

graphic equipment is laid away be- 
cause he dislikfcs to use it while it 
would attract 
attention 
to him 


And for a brief vacation recently 
he left the capital incognito, trav- 
eling by airplane to Florida, leav- 
ing aven his secretary without his 
address. 


As for stamping out 
crimie 
Mitchell believes federal authori- 
ties should go after the higher-ups 
of the underworld. He favors or- 
ganized activity against gangsters 
and racketeers, but points out tha 
many of their activities are bes: 
reached under state and not fed- 
eral laws. 


Concentrates Intensely. 


Present associates of the attor 
ney general speak of him as a 
man of little "small talk," but one 
whose mind works in such a fash 
ion that he can reach the core o 
an involved question quickly and 
present it clearly. 
He Is known 


for an intense concentration. 


While serving as solicitor gen 
eral, prior to his appointment a. 
attorney general, he gained th 
high esteem of members of the su 
preme court. On 34 occasions he 
contended before the highest trib 
imal that the lower courts had 
ruled wrongly. In 33 instances he 
was upheld. 


Mitchell started 
life with 
the 
idea of becoming an electrical en 
gineer. 
Although a native , o 
Minnesota, he attended Lawrence 
ville Academy in the East, wher 
he captained the lacrosse team 
and later spent two years in the 
Sheffield scientific school at Yale 
University. 


However, his father 
waa fo: 
many years a Minnesota judge anc 
eventually Mitchell switched 
law.

ica consumed in 1929 only 40'per- 
cent of the amount of absolute 
alcohol used before prohibition. 


"When a law eliminates sixty 
per cent of the alcohol that goes 
down the human throat for bever- 
age consumption," said Corradini, 


j "it would certainly appear better 
;han any regulatory law such as 
n effect in Canada and Sweden." 
He gave statistics to show that 
alcoholic psychosis, alcoholic mor- 
tality and sclerosis of the liver 
lad decreased greatly under pro- 
hibition.

"They are doing better than ex- 


pected," it was said at Mercy hos- 
pital as the twins began 
their 


fourth day of life. 


Without 
the 
second 
operation 


the 
babies 
cannot 
survive sur- 


geons said. 
All their organs are 


normal except their intestinal tract, 
there being but one, and it was 
through this that they were join- 
ed. 


The initial operation, considered 


necessary to save their lives, hav- 
ing been performed, the obligation 
to use the knife a second time de- 
veloped to prevent a blind termi- 
nation of the intentlnal tract of 
each child in the abdominal cavity, 
it was explained by Dr. Daniel J. 
Pessagno, who performed the first 
operation. 


Otherwise life would be destroy- 


ed by the accumulation of poisons 
generated by food within the ab- 
dominal cavity, he said.

twins weighed four and a half 
pounds each at birth. The moth- 
er, 36 years old, was in good con- 
dition. 
So called Siamese twins occur 


but once in 50,000 cases, it was 
said by a Johns Hopkins special- 
ist, and the chances of surviving 
an operation were said, to .be but 
one in ten.
